The Illiopolis Gang at 


Last Broken Up. 


A Brief History of the 
Successors of John 
A. Mnrrell, 


Nothing of tlw find in Illinois 


Slime the Day* of Captain 
Ford, of Cave-in-Itocle. 


Were Detected, 
and Convicted. 
Arrested 


From tlio Sprlngflold Journal, March 4. 
It passes comprehension that such a 


condition of affairs as is described be- 
low should exist in a civilized commu- 
nity and this ago of detective shrewd- 
ness, ifml remain undiscovered for R 
period of ovor four years. Tho sub- 
joined is it brief account of tho ex- 
ploits of a gang of thieves harboring 
about Illiopulls, in this county. 
It al- 


most surpasses the somewhat apoc- 
ryphal stories of tho exploits of the 
gaug of robbers of which John A. 
Murroll was tho leader, and which, 
during tho primitive days incur south- 
western history, made life and property 
within its ranging ground hang by a 
very uncertain tenure. 


Illiopolis is about twenty miles cast 


ot this city, on the Toledo, Wabnsh & 
Western Hallway. It is a small village 
and station, tho shipping and trading 
point for a lurgo section of country, 
and tho farmers who reside in the im- 
modiiito vicinity ore generally respect- 
able mid well-to-do, they are largely 
intoiostod in stock-raising as well as 
fanning. 
When the rebellion broke 


out tho people of Illiopolis township 
rullied arouud the old flag, and many 
of tho middlo-agod and young men en- 
listed 


"VOn TO BE SOLDIERS." 


Among tho number who were fired 
with martial glory and patriotism, were 
Francis M. Green, Samuel Dickinson, 
Benjamin F. Crane, John Pontzious, 
and Mitchell Ilavenor.

C. Pugh, and when an election was 
held, Green was made a second lioutcn- 


from the depredations of thieves BO long 
that these gentlemen and others deter- 
mined to follow up the clue thus put in 
their posetwon.

The bail on the 
several complaint* aggregated more 
than Green could command, and he was 
committed te jail.

HOW THE BOYS DONE BUSINESS. 
Illiopolis people tell many amnting 


incidents in connection with Grefln. 
Ben Crane stole a pair of mules and run 
them off to St. Louis. On hia return 
he told Green where the mules were 
stabled and gave Green a bill of sale for 
them. 
Green then went to the owner 


of the mules and to'd him he thought 
he could'find them. The owner had 
bills printed describing the mules, and 
commissioned Green to hunt them up. 
Green took the bills and started for St. 
Louis. While crossing the ferry ho 
dropped tho bills in the river, went to 
tho stable where the mules were, ob- 
tained possession, sold them, pocketed 
the money, oamp home, told the owner 
tho mules could not be found, whacked 
up with Ben Ciane, and then went ofi 
to his Sabbath school class with a satis- 
fied air.

CAPTAIN KUAMCIS M. C1REEN, 


tho loader of Iho party, is about 40 
yours of ngo, has a family, and has re- 
sided in Illiopolis binec ho came out of 
tho army, luwing formerly resided at 
Mount Auburn, just over the lino, in 
Christian county. So far as knowledge 
of his oatlicr life has been gleaned it is 
all to his cicdit; and even during the 
war ho bore a much better general rep- 
utation than many of his associates in 
coraitvssion. 
Since his residence in Il- 


liopolis ho has been a most exemplary 
citizen. lie has always taken a deep 
interest in Christianity, teaching in a 
Sabbath school, and being a regular at- 
tendant upon the "stated preaching of 
tho gospel." lie is a general farmer 
and occasionally has been engaged in 
mcrchandising,buying and selling grain, 
stock, etc. 


All of these men except two (Ben 


Crime and Pate) have for years been 
known nnd rospoctod as honest, indus- 
trious men—living in the same commu- 
nity, trading, laboring, nnd associating 
with all its inliubitants, and not a breath 
of suspicion pointing to thorn as the 
guilty parties in a course of wholesale 
and petty robbery that every cilizon has 
known of for four years. One can read 
ily imagine how an arrest of such men' 
on D multitude of charges would create 
consternation in a quiet rural communi- 
ty The charges against the gang em- 
brace uluiost every spcaios of robbery, 
and their stealings will aggregate tons 
of thousands of dollars in vulue,—

Then Crane nnd Green 
told Skeen "he had spoilt it all by tell- 
ing a constable that the depot was 
watched. If ho hadn't told the consta 
ble, thcv would have caught the d—n 
rascals!" 


TUB BOLDEST OPERATION 


BO fur unearthed, is the one for which 
Mitchell Havener is held. Havener and 
Sam Dickinson went to Toledo nnd pre- 
sented to the house of Hays & Co., cer- 
tified bills of lading and invoices for 
five cars of wheat shipped from Illiopo- 
olis. The papers purported to have 
been signed by Sam Skeen, the T., W 
& W. agent. As the transaction ap- 
peared all right, $500 was advanced. In 
a short time the forgery was discovered, 
and Havener was pursued and arrested. 
Sam Dickinson now confesses that Green 
forged all the ptipeis. 


On one ocuisiou they stole a lot of 


timolhy seed from the cars at Illiopolis, 
and Ben ,Crano loaded it up, drove to 
Decatur, and sold it for $150. On an- 
other occasion Crane and some of the 
"boys" broke into Gilbert's store in Il- 
liopolis, got drunk, and deliberately 
proceeded to eat an oyster supper. 


Tho gang had no regular 'fence,' the 


proceeds of each robbery being disposed 
of as circumstances and occasions offer- 
ed. The officers are in possession ol 
facts which point to the criminality if 
several other men in Sangamon county 
of very respectable antecedents and as* 
sooiations.
